HOSPITAL RELICS. 


Odd Things to Be Seen In a Great 
London Establishment. 


If the reader can imagine the cure of

persons living in London of some ail- 
ment or disease he holds in his mind’s 
eye a true picture of the vast work 
done by Guy's hospital since its founda- 
tion. The south sea bubble, like many 
another financla] catastrophe, ruined 
thousands of citizens, but It enabled 
Thomas Guy, who sold his investments 
in the stock to the great advantuge of 
other people as well as himself to 
found the institution which bears his 
name and to restore to health (down to 
the present time) over 6,000,000 human 
beings. 

Among the many curiosities exhibit- 
ed in the famous museum at Guy’s isa 
large piece of cardboard bearing the 
remnants of thirty-five pocketknives, 
which were swallowed by an American 
sailor. His name was John Cummings, 
and he was admitted to the hospital in 
1822. A small book, containing also 
the manuscript of the printed copy, 
narrates the particulars of this remark- 
able case, and it may be perused by 
the privileged visitor to Guy’s. 

It appears that Cummings during a 
spree ashore chalienged the feats of a 
conjuror who had made a pretense of 
swallowing knives. Encouraged by his 
drunken comrades, the sailor actually 
swallowed an opened pocketknife, to 
the amazement of the conjuror. Feel- 
ing no {mmediate pain, he put five other 
knives out of sight in the same way. 
In two years’ time he had, in the course 
of his drunken bouts, shown suflicient 
bravado to enlarge his internal ar- 
mory by twenty-nine additional knives. 
When, after his foolishness had brought 
him to the hospital and subsequently 
to his grave, a postmortem examination 
was made the thirty-five knives were 
removed from his stomach by the amaz- 
ed surgeons. 

These interesting relics are exhibited 
among others In the surgical classroom, 
whither the students return from the 
dissecting room to correct their impres- 
sions. Close by is another interesting 
object, a glass case containing a num- 
ber of what appear to be illuminated 
parchments. The grewsome nature of 
these exhibits grows upon the visitor 
when he learns that they are simply 
patches of tattooed human skin pre- 
served in spirits. The inscription upon 
each enables one to trace the occupa- 
tion and character of the unfortunate 
patient from whom it was taken. One 
was a colored sailor, a native of Afri- 
ca. Onsome twelve square inches of his 
skin Is worked an artistic representa- 
tion of the most brilllant plumaged 
birds known in the tropics. 

Guy’s anatomical wax models are 
said to be the finest in the world. One 
of these is extremely valuable, the hos- 
pital authorities having refused the 
sum of £5,000 offered for it by a for- 
eign medical celebrity. It !s an ab- 
solutely perfect model of the upper ex- 
tremity of the body, showing every 
muscle, gland, vein, nerve and artery. 
It took Joseph Towne, a clever dem- 
onstrator at Guy’s, fully two years to 
make it, but with him In 1879 also died 
the secret of the process by which the 
wonderful construction of the human 
body was reproduced in wax with such 
marvelous fidelity.—London Standard.

Au Experiment With Water. 

Take a pound of water the tempera- 
ture of which is 80 degrees C. and mix 
it with a pound of water at zero, or 
freezing point. The mixture will make 
two pounds of water the temperature 
of which is 40 degrees C. 

Now take another pound of water at 
80 degrees C. and mix with {t a pound 
of crushed ice—that is, ice crystals—at 
zero C., the same temperature as the 
coll water in the first mixture, and the 
result is that we have two pounds of 
water at freezing point. 

In both cases the weight of water at 
zero C. introduced into the warm water 
was the same, but before the Ice crys- 
tals could assume a liquid condition 
they had to absorb a certain amount of 
heat. That heat was drawn from the 
warm water and consequently reduced 
its temperature, but it did not raise the 
temperature of the ice. It simply acted 
as energy in enabling the ice to become 
quid and remained in that liquid in 


| the form of latent heat, to be given up 


again as soon as the water reassumed a 
crystalline form. 


Wonderful Fiddles. 

One of the greatest fiddles that ever 
were known was to be seen at the 
French court at the time of Charles IX. 
This was a viol so large that several 
boys could be placed inside of it. 
These boys used to git inside this queer 
instrument and sing the airs that the 
man who handled the bow was playing 
on the viol outside. The effect is said 
to have been very beautiful, though it 
would seem as if the presence of the 
lads in its Interlor would seriously in- 
terfere with the tone of the “great fid- 
dle,” as it was called.

MONSTER TORPEDO. 


New Engine of Destruction 

Adopted by the Navy. 

The United States navy has just 
adcpted a new engine of destruetion in 
the shape of ao high speed turbine tor- 
pedo, the Bliss-Leavitt. It is classed as 
one of the most powerful and deadly 
sea weapons in existence today. 

This self propelling sea monster trav- 
els through the water at a pace of thir- 
ty-six knots and has an extreme range 
of 4,000 yards, 3,500 being the guar- 
anteed contract range. Owing to its 
superior advantages In speed and range, 
belng capable of going eight knots, or 
25 per cent, faster and nearly double 
the distance of the latest Whitehead, It 
will supplant the latter, now considered 
to be obsolete. ‘The best performance 
of the Whitehead Is a speed of twenty- 
eight knots, going but 2,000 yards. 

The new torpedo has an additional ad- 
vantage and one especially adapted for 
submarines, Inasmuch as it can be dis- 
charged equally well from submerged 
tubes as on deck, a feat never success- 
tully accomplished with the Whitehead. 

The torpedo !s fired out of a tube 
some twenty feet in length, the interlor 
being well greased. About twenty min- 
utes are required to force iae 2,250 
pounds of compressed air into the air. 
chamber. An impulse charge of ninety 
pounds starts the glistening, cigar 
shaped shell of steel on Its course. On 
ships gunpowder and electricity are 
also used for this purpose. After mak- 
Ing a five foot dive, striking the water 
nearly horizontally, the torpedo darts 
off on a bee Iine, foaming and tearing 
through the water to attack its imag- 
inary foe.—The World Today.

GIANTS OF THE PAST 


PREVIOUS AGES SUPPLY US WITH 
ENORMOUS FOSSIL BONES. 


Lizards Three Times the Size of the 
Largest Elephant and a “Turtle 
Whose Shell Looked Like a Hut. 
The Remarkable Plated Lizard, 


The belief ia 2 race of giants was 
once almost universal. Even today 
large skeletons when found ure some- 
times reported as being those of giant 
human beings. ‘This wus especially 
true of the period abut the tenth and 
eleventh centuries, and in the latter a 
most amazing discovery was reported, 
which threw the scientific world of the 
time into great excitement. It was said 
that the body of Pallas, the son of 
Evander, had been discovered beneath 
the tomb of the Emperor Henry III. 
The bones were enormous aud proved 
to have belonged to a huge fossil ele- 
phant. As late as the fifteenth century 
a war of words was waged over a find 
of large bones, one party claiming that 
they belonged to the giant Teutobochus. 
In 1857 a giant was discovered in 
Switzerland. The council of Lucerne 
requested a learned scientific man, Pro- 
fessor Felix Plater of Basel, to report 
upon it, and he not only announced the 
bones as part of a human giant, but 
made a complete restoration, showing 
the man twenty feet high, which the 
proud city adopted as an ancestor in 
the arms of the commonwealth. Unfor- 
tunately for the theory and much to the 
discomfiture of the people who had 
raised to a high pinnacle this mighty 
ancestor, it was found to be the re- 
mains of an elephant, 

Nearly all the mastodon finds were 
attributed to giants, but there {s no evi- 
dence that a human giant ever existed 
over eight feet in height, and it is ex- 
tremely doubtful if this height was 
ever attained. F 

Giants other than human are very 
common in all branches of the animal 
kingdom—giants in every sense when 
compared to their pygmy representa- 
tives of today. Some years ago some 
laborers in the Senalik bills of India 
were engaged upon a government 
work when they came upon the re- 
malns of a turtle that proved beyond 
question that these animals had their 
giants in the days of old. The shell 
which the men exposed might have 
been used as a shelter for several men, 
and at first, before its bony nature 
was observed, it was thought by the 
natives to be a hut of some kind. For- 
tunately the bones were uninjured, and 
they were taken out and removed to 
the British museum, where a complete 
restoration of the animal may be seen. 
The length of the turtle was ten feet, 
its horizontal circumference twenty- 
five feet and its girth fifteen feet, but 
it was estimated by scientists that 
this was not an adult and that when 
fully grown this huge creature would 
display a dome-like back elght or nine 
feet high, giving a total length of 
twenty feet. 

One of the common animals in equa- 
torial South America and in Central 
America is the lizard iguana, which 
attains a length of four or five feet 
and is considered rather large, but 
{t was a pygmy when compared to an 
ancestor that once wandered over Eng- 
land and various portions of the world. 


‘A number of years ago some working- 


men were excavating and blasting in 
a quarry near Maidstone, England, when 
some bones were uncovered that caus- 
ed profound astonishment on the part 
of the finders. ‘The skeleton was per- 
fect, and as it was lifted out, bone by 
bone, their amazement increased, and 
the news was spread all over the coun- 
try, attracting large numbers of peo- 
ple. When the bones were placed in 
their proper position they were found 
to be the skeleton of a gigantic lizard 
that when alive must have been three 
times os bulky as the largest living ele- 
phant and stood upon its hind legs like 
a kangaroo, tearing down branches 
from the highest trees. Such an ani- 
mal was a slow mover and sluggish 
and must have fallen an easy prey to 
the human hunters, if they existed. 

The marine giants were even more 
bizarre and remarkable than the land 
forms. If we can imagine the little 
{guana lengthened out to thirty feet, its 
back spines changed to broad finlike 
objects, we form some idea of the ap- 
pearance of one of the smal! dinosaurs, 
Stegosaurus ungulatus, one of the most 
uncanny and remarkable creatures ever 
found. It is called the plated lizard, 
and the best skeleton was found on the 
eastern flank of the Rocky mountains. 
Some of the plates with which this ar- 
mored lizard were protected. were two 
or three feet in diameter and the spines 
over two feet in length. From the fact 
that the hind limbs were the largest it 
Is evident that this strange creature 
could lift.itself up and sit like a kan- 
garoo, resting upon its powerful tail, 
which, with its enormous spines, must 
have been a terrible weapon. 

A giant from America had a skull 
that measured eight feet in length. Al- 
most over the eyes were two large 
horns, a third placed over the nose. The 
great length of the skull was given by 
a huge crest that was protected by a 
ridge of long plates.

INDIA’S FAMINE SUFFERINGS. 


The Story of an Angry Fiddler and a | Ireland In 1847 Lost Million and a Half, 


Dancing Bridge.

Faster play- 
ed the old maf, and the wire cables 
fairly sang {n response to the wild 
notes of the fiddle. Furfously the old 
fiddle scraped away, and the cables be- 
gan to vibrate, slowly at first, the vi- 


brations growing stronger and stronger . 


as the keynote sounded on the violin. 
The bridge began to tremble, then to 
sway. 

By this time the tollkeepers saw 
something was up, for the pedestrians 
on the bridge began to run, drivers 
whippedjup.their_horses and men and 
wotién with blanched faces declined to 
set footzon either end of the structure.

THE COOKBOOK. 


When soaking beans a tiny pinch of 
soda in the water will be an improve- 
ment. 

It is better to steam green cabbage, 
eauliflower and the like.

To keep soup let it remain covered 
with a coating of fat, as this excludes 
the air and helps to preserve the stock. 
If the soup has no fat use clarified 
dripping for this purpose. 

Bread which bas been cut in slices 
and then allowed to become stale may 
be freshened by folding the slices in 
a napkin, putting them in the napkin 
into a paper bag and placing the bag 
in a hot oven for a quarter of an hour. 

If a cake falls in the center the open- 
ing of the oven door and the conse- 
quent rush of cold air may account for 
it, too much baking powder may have 
been used or the mixing may be at 
fault. Never slam or bang the oven 
door when a cake is inside. 


Snowshocs For Marshes.

Out of Eight : 


It has been calculated that more than 
2,000 persons starved to death in Spain 
last summer. The famine was due to 
the drought. Horrifying as are these 
figures, the Spanish mortality occuples 
an unimportant place in the record of 
the world’s great famines. 

In the great famine in India in 1769- 
70, 3,000,000 people are supposed to have 
perished, and 1,500,000 died in the fam- 
ine of 1866. 

Jn 1873 the rice crop in the district 
of Behar, in Northwestern Bengal, 
yielded only a quarter of the average 
harvest, and as 15,000,000 people were 
dependent on this crop for sustenance 
the Government was obliged to make 
purchases of rice, chiefly in farther In- 
dia, and provide means of conveying it 
to the districts, including the building 
of a railway forty-five miles long. For 
a long time 3,000,000 people received 
daily support, either in alms, in work 
or in loans. This relief was continued 
from October, 1873, till December, 1874. 

In this way the Government expend- 
ed $32,000,000. Donations also, amount- 
ing to more than $1,000,000, were con- 
tributed by private subscription. 

In 1876 both of the monsoons falled 
to bring their due supply of rain, and 
the season of 1877 was little better. The 
consequence of this prolonged drought. 
which extended from the Deccan to 
Cape Comorin, and subsequently invad- 
ed Northern India, was more disastrous 
than any similar calamity up to that 
time since the Introduction of British 
rule. Notwithstanding unparalleled im- 
portations of grain by sea and rall, and 
despite the most strenuvus exertions of 
the Government, which expended about 
$55,000,000 for the purpose, the loss of 


life from actual starvation and Its at-- 


tendant train of diseases and want in 
the distressed tracts, {n excess of the 
normal mortality, for two years, 1876- 
78, is estimated to have raised the death 
tate by 40 per cent., or 5,250,000, 

Great famines have occurred in Per- 
sia in recent years and Russia has had 
many during the past century, but the 
most terrible famine In recent times 
was the Irish famine of 1845-47. Ire- 
land had at that time a pepulation of 
about eight and a half millions, and it 
was largely dependent upon the potato 
crop. 

The crop of 1845 was a partial fall- 
ure, and the peasantry, who had no sur- 
plus food or former harvests to fall 
back upon, were compelled to take 
clothing and hougehold furniture to the 
pawnshops«to purchase food and secd 
for the next harvest. Unfortunately 
the crop of 1846 was a total failure and 
absolute ruln and starvation threaten- 
ed the whole population. The Govern- 
ment was slow In taking adequate re- 
lief measures, and great numbers died 
for want of food and from disease caus- 
ed by ‘lack of proper sustenance. Sev- 
eral million dollars were ralsed by pri- 
vate subscription and the Government 
contracted a loan of £8,000,000 to sup- 
ply the wants of the suffering people. 

When the full extent of the calamity 
was realized the British Government 
and people did everything possible, and 
large sums of money and shiploads of 
provisions were sent from this country. 
At one time 3,000,000 Irish people were 
receiving rations. A million and a half 
of people died of starvation and dis- 
ease, 

The Indian famine of 1896-97 was the 
most severe ever known in that famine 
affilcted country. The great famine of 
1877 affected 257,000 square miles and 
58,000,000 people. That of 1897 affected 
822,000 square miles and 68,000,000 peo- 
ple. The highest number receiving re- 
Nef in 1877 was 3,178,000, while in 1897 
more than 4,500,000 were being aided 
during the month of June. 


Who Cannot Be an M. P, 

The British House of Commons ts 
limited by a statute of 1885 to 670 
members, of whom 377 represent coun- 
ties, 284 represent cities and boroughs, 
and 9 represent universities. Every male 
native or fully naturalized subject of 
the British Empire ts eligible for elec- 
tion, provided he {s 21 years old. 

But there are these exceptions. An 
English Church clergyman, a minister 
of the Church of Scotland, or a Roman 
Catholic priest cannot be elected an 


M. P. Neither can a sheriff or return- - 


ing officer for the district for which he 
acts. Also debarred are some who have 
committed felonies, or been declared 
bankrupts, paupers, or insane. 

Judges of the superior courts or of 
the county courts are ineligible. 

Any member, who personally or 
through being a partner in an unlimit- 
ed firm holds a Government contract, 
{s Hable to very heavy penalties if he 
sits or votes. 

As for Peers of the Realm, they are 
most of them eligible for seats in the 
House of Commons. A Peer of Eng- 
land is ineligible. A Peer of Scotland 
gets into the House of Lords if he ts 
one of the sixteen elected by the Scotch 
peerage each Parliament, but he can- 
not get Into the House of Commons. 

Irish Peers, however, elect twenty- 


elght of thelr number as members of | 


the House of Lords for life. The re- 
mainder, if not also British Peers, are 
eligible to represent an English or a 
Scotch constituency {in the House of 
Commons. That is how a Peer is 
sometimes also an M. P.

that in time of peace the Legion 
shall be organized as a civilian, 
self-supporting and self-govern- 
ing body. :

THE FRILLED LIZARD. 


It Carries an Umbrella and Has a 
Fighting Tail. 

The frilled lizard is found in Austra- 
Man woods, being tolerably abundant 
in north Queensland and the Kimber- 
ley district of western Australia.

What makes it remarkable consists of 
two things—its hurried walk and its

It carries a sort of natural umbrella 
top about its neck, which !t elevates 
suddenly with an alarming effect even 
to ordinary lizard killing dogs, scaring 
them as an umbrella opened in the face 
of a charging bull; hence it is called 
the frilled lizard. Its teeth are not of 
much use as a defense against a vigor- 
ous animal, but when it fights it useg 
its long, lithe tail in a way to bring 
long brufses on one’s hands—in fact, 
could it be properly trained, it might 
serve as an automatic switch, which, 
INke the magic rub-a-dub-dub stick, 
would at the word administer a thrash- 
ing to the disobedient child. 

From the. scientific point of view the 
creature’s pecullar method of ambula- 
tion is most interesting, because it fire- 
sents an absurdly grotesque appear- 
ance at such times, more especially 
from the rear. It walks bipedally or on 
two feet, like a bird, and so much does 
{t resemble a bird in its walk that it 
seems to be the connecting link be- 
tween the ancestors of birds and the 
lizards of today.

CEMENT CONSTRUCTION. 


Simple Mede of Doing the Work With 
Satlsfaction and Profit to the 
Husbandman. 


The accompanying illustration will 
give readers a good idea of the details 
of concrete walk or floor construction. 
The simple method of preparing the 


‘mold by the use of stakes and narrow 


boards or plank, which will also serve 
as guides for the straight-edge in level- 
ing off the concrete and wearing sur- 
face, is readily understood. The 
straight-edge muy be made to be used 
on each undercoating of the concrete 
as well as the surface, The depth of

excavation, as well as the thickness 
of the concrete and wearing surface 
will, of course, depend upon the work 
being done. For a floor, the thickness 
of the concrete foundation is usually 
from threé to six inches, according to 
the strength desired, A one-inch wear- 
ing surface is generally desirable, es- 
pecially where any amount of hard 
wear is expected. It {s important that 
the sub-foundation be well drained to 
prevent the accumulation of water, 
which upon freezing would lift and 
crack the walk or floor. Both the con- 
crete and wearing surface should be 
divided into sections by cutting before 
completely set, to obviate danger of 
cracking. This may be done as desir- 
ed by the use of a trowel guided by a 

straight-edge. 


QUALITY IN POTATOES. 


Trade Estimates—What Markets Call 
For—Points In Planting. 


J. W. Gilmore of the New York Cor- 
nell station points out that in the Unit- 
ed States a tuber of a starchy flavor, 
white and floury in color and mealy 
when cooked is desired, while in 
France, as the published data seemed 
to indicate, potatoes retaining their 
form, yellowish in color and soggy 
after boiling are preferred. 

The market calls for tubers ranging 
from-two to three inches in length and 
weighing from five to ten ounces. In 
tHe north Nght yellow or whitish skin- 
ned tubers are often preferred, while 
{n many parts.of the south a pink skin 
is liked best. Generally a more or less 
netted skin with a corky appearance 
or touch is more desirable than a 
smooth and clear skin. Tubers with 
deep eyes and otherwise uneven on 
the surface are avoided and those of 
oval, flat-rround and elongated oval 
shape are selected. 

Depth of Planting. 

Investigations on the depth and time 
of planting and the temperature of the 
air and of the soil in their relation to 
quality have indicated that the seed 
should be planted five to six inches 
deep fn good soil in order to provide 
room enough between the seed and 
the surface of the ground for the de- 
velopment of the number of tubers the 
plant is capable of producing. The tu- 
bers growing from one and a half to 
four inches deep were of more unifor- 
mly good quality than those growing 
either deeper or shallower, The results 
seemed to show that good quality is 
developed under a uniform soil tem- 
perature of 65 to 75 degrees. 

It has further been found that long 
tubers which grow sloping in the 
ground show a difference in cooking 
quality between the two ends, the 
stem end cooking more mealv. than 
the. bud end, which in these instances 
is generally nearer the surface of the 
soil. Incidentally the station observed 
that in 1904 a fine sandy loam pro- 
duced potatoes of good quality, while 
under identical conditions a poorly 
drained clay loam yieldéd potatoes 
which remained firm and soggy after 
boiling and were very poor in flavor. 


Tuberculosis In Hogs. 


A good many cases of tuberculosis 
in hogs, We fear, can be traced to the 
creamery, due to the fact that the 
skim milk has not been héated to a 
sufficiently high temperature or kept 
at that temperature long enough to de- 
stroy the germs, says Kimball’s Dairy 
Farmer. Ordinarily it is assumed that 
herds become infected through bring- 
ing other animals among them, but 
the question of tuberculosis infection 
through the skim milk from the cream- 
ery is becoming so serious that it will 
eventually Jead to compulsory pasteuri- 
zation of skim milk. Indeed, this is 
now required in some stustes, notably 
Minnesota, but the trouble is that the 
buttermakers do not heat the skin 
milk hot enough or keep it at that tem- 
perature long enough. 


Starting a Balky Horse. 

A simple way to start a balky-. horse 
{g to take a hammer and tap the 
horse’s hoof. The creature will be so 
surprised that it will go without fur- 
ther trouble, This was done by a new 
hind to one of our horses recently 
with success. Another method is to un- 
do the bridle and lay it back on the 
horse’s neck, taking the blinkers from 
ehe eyes, but retaining the bit in its 
mouth, 

Exercise For Cows. 

A cow running around in the cold 
{s not making milk—be sure of that, 
says Kimball’s Dairy Farmer. An hour 
or so in the yard every fine day is 
good, but the best work is done in the 
stall. Don’t think a cow has to have 
@ great deal of exercise to keep 
healthy. When she is making from 
twenty to thirty pounds of milk a day 
she is working hard. 


Winter Pruning. 

Prune in winter to increase growth 
and in summer to check it. With older 
trees we need to cut away dead 
branches and all that rub against each 
other. Never cut large branches from 
the trunk or main branches if doing so 
can be ayoided.—Professor Maynard. 


Feeding the Pig. 

Clean out the hog troughs every day 
if necessary, Troughs half full of lit- 
ter do not make very desirable places

Scratched Plate Glass. 

To remove slight scratches from 
plate glass clean first the Injured sur- 
face by rubbing it with a pad of ¢ot- 
ton wool. Then cover the pad with a 
layer of cotton velvet, well charged 
with a fine rouge, and this when rub- 
bed over the surface will not only re- 
move the scratches, but will also add a 
new luster to the glass.

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FURNITURE. 


What You Should Do to Keep It In 
Good Condition, 
Furniture, to be preserved In good 
condition, should Le po!'shed once a 
week. If this care Is given it, and with 
ordinary good usage, it will not need to 

go to the repair shop for many years. 

To counteract the ill effects of steam 
heat, which cracks and warps all the 
lighter kinds of furniture, the wood 
should be rubbed regularly with a fian- 
nel dipped in equal parts of linseed oll 
and turpentine and afterward dried 
with a soft cloth. 

Much of the bamboo furniture {s !m- 
proved by washing with cold water and 
soap. The wicker furniture of the un- 
stained variety should be regularly 
scrubbed with the brush. And if kept: 
clean in this way it will maintain its 
state of beauty and usefulness much 
longer. 

The mahogany table with the ordina- 
ry stains can be cleaned with tepid wa- 
ter and soap on a soft cloth. After 
washing, the table should be thorough- 
ly dried and then rubbed with a clean 
flannel and a little linseed oil or crude 
petroleum. Only a few drops of the oil 
should be used at a time, and they 
should be thoroughly rubbed in until 
the surface shines without a suspicion 
of greasiness, 

If a piece of furniture has not been 
polished for a long time it will take 
several applications at intervals of a 
few days to make the wood glossy and 
smooth, but the labor Is amply reward- 
ed finally by the well cared for and> 
highly polished finish it acquires. 

Rosewood ard black walnut should 
be treated in the same way as mahog- 
any—that is, rubbed with linseed oil 
or crude petroleum. But the prelim- 
inary washing applies only to the ma- 
hogany. . 

Black oak, unless very frequently 
dusted and rubbed with oil, presents a 
dishearteningly grimy aspect. 

The oil in this case should be rubbed 
off, and not a particle allowed to re- 
main, as it will simply act os a dust 
collector. When a wood is very highly 
varnished it should be washed with tea 
water—that {s to say, water in which 
tea has been steeped for half an hour. 
This water will not impair the gloss as 
does ordinary soap and water. 

If the linseed oil is not successful in 
creating a polish, a wineglass of olive 
ofl, the same quantity of vinegar and 
two tablespoonfuls of alcohol, shaken 
together and thoroughly mixed, make 
a good varnish. This dressing is ap- 
plied with a soft cloth, and the surface 
of the wood must be volished with a 
plece of flannel until thoroughly dry 
and glossy.—New York World.

covers are closed. To make it, cut six 
pieces of thin cardboard 4 by 4 inches 
in size. The same number of pieces of 
silk are needed, three of the figured 
material and three of plain white. For 
the bottom take the cardboard and 
baste one square of figured silk to one 
plece and one of plain to the other, 
placing the two together and sewing 
over and over as in the old fashioned 
pin balls of our grandmothers’ time, 

The remaining four squares are cut 
in two, making four half covers, which 
lap two over the other two when case 
is completed. These are covered and 
put together in the same way as the 
bottom, being sure that the material is 
cut larger than the half squares of 
eardboard, so that when sewed to- 
gether the material will be perfectly 
smooth. When all have been covered 
sew the bottom and covers to the rib- 
bon sides, the ribbon for the covers 
being divided into fourths, as shown 
in the illustration.

The “lovers’ candles’’ are launched 
at a vew pretty water fete that takes 
place every summer on that part of the 
Vistula which runs through Poland. It 
commences at sunset. The river is 
thronged with a procession of little 
boats containing masked ladies and 
gentlemen, Each person carries two 
wreaths and two candles, the latter 
representing the person carrying them 
and the object of his or her affections. 
They are lighted, fixed firmly in the 
center of the wreuths and laid side by 
side in the water. Should they float 
down the river close together it Is a 
sign that their lives should be united. 
Should they drift away from each oth- 
er it is a sign that the lovers will be 
parted, and should they only drift 
asunder for a little way and farther on 
come together again it fs a sign that 
the loved ones will only be parted for 
a time and all come right in the end. 
There is much method and order about 
the arrangement of this procession. 
The boats glide along in rows, 80 many 
abreast, and after the first row have 
proved their wreaths they move away 
to the sides and the others come for- 
ward in succession. The river is well 
illuminated, and a large concourse of 
people assembles to watch the pro- 
ceedings, The scene is a charming one 
and reminds one more of fairyland 
than of anything else.

Ever since 
the dawn.of history that country has 
been gathering gold and hiding It away. 


* Treasures of almost incalculable value 


are possessed by many Indian princes. 
When the maharajah of Burdwan died 
the stock of gold and silver left by him 
was so large that no member of the 
family could make an accurate est 
mate of it. A report made to the Brit- 
Ish government by a secret ngent state 
ed that on the estate of the defunct po- 
tentate were a number of treasure 
houses, one of them containing three 
rooms, The largest of these three 
rooms was forty-eight feet long and 
was filled with ornaments of gold and 
silver, plates and cups, washing bowls, 
jugs and so forth—nall of precious met- 
als. The other two rooms were full of 
bags and boxes of gold mohurs and 
silver rupees. The door of this and 
other treasure houses had been bricked 
up for nobody knows how long. 

These valuables, according to an an- 


elent custom, were in the custody of ° 


the maharajah’s wife, the vaults being 
attached to her apartments, but none 
of them was allowed to be opeaed save 
In the presence of the master. One 
vault was filled with ornaments belong- 
Ing to different gods of the family. The 
natives of India commonly bury their 
hoards, and among the poorer classes 
a favorite hiding place is a hole dug 
beneath the bed. Disused wells are 
sometimes employed for the same pur- 
pose. It is undoubtedly a fact that 
very many hoards thus deposited are 
lost forever. Gold is also valued on re- 
ligious grounds. ‘The gods take up 
great quantities of gold, silver and 
precious. stones. The temples contain 
vast amounts of the yellosy and white 
metals. The habit of hoarding seems 
to have been induced by ages of mis- 
government, during which oppression 
and violence were rife. No feeling of 
safety existing, it was natural that the 
natives should adopt the practice of re- 
ducing their wealth to a concentrated 
shape and hiding it. 5

by Dr, Paul Nathan, a well known 
Berlin publicist, who has_ returned 
from an extensive trip through Rus- 
sia as the special emissary of the 
Jewish philanthropists in Engiand, 
America and Germany, to arrange 
for the distribution of the relief fund 
of $1,500,000 raised after the mas- 
sacres last autumn. 

Dr. Nathan paints a_ horrifying 
picture of the plight and prospects 
of his co-religionists, and forecasts 
at any hour renewed massacres ex- 
ceeding In extent and terror all 
which have gone before. He lefi St. 
Petersburg with the firm conviction 
that the Russian Government's stud- 
fed policy for the solution Uf the Jew- 
ish question Is systematic and wur- 
derous extermination. 

Dr. Nathan read to the meeting a 
cirewlar addressed last week to the 
garrison at Odessa, calling upon the 
soldiers to “arise and crush the trait- 
ors who are plotting to upset the 
holy government of the Czar and 
substitute for it a Jewish empire.” 

Dr. Nathan concluded with a pas- 
sionate appeal to the Jewish money 
powers of the world to arrest Rus- 
sia’s powers as a borrower. The fin- 
anciers of the world should call a 
halt to Russia, not only tor humant- 
tarlan reasons but for practical reas? 
ons. Russia's bankruptcy {is an_ es- 
tablished fact. 

Information published here states 
that a renewed outbreak of the Rus- 
sian revolution is imminent. 

The Central Revolutionary Mxecu- 
tive Committee are distributing great 
quantities of arms and ammunition, 
particularly bombs. On this occasion 
the revolutionists will not fight in 
masses, but in small flying columns, 
which will employ the bombs as 
their principal instruments of des- 
truction.

Chinese Opinion of America. 

The Chinaman, unlike the Buro- 
pean, regards America as only tem- 
porarily his Home, preserves his na- 
tional customs and peculiarities, and 
finally returns, carrying his savings 
with him. He is not attracted by 
our institutions and brings with him 
no love of American ideals. To him 
the United States is a field to be ex- 
ploited, but nothing more, The Eur- 
opean casts in his lot with us, ming- 
les with the population, and in a few 
generations, his identity is lost in 
our composite race, He has neither 


peculiarities of thought nor of dress 
to distinguish him from those among 
he labors, and his children are soon 
an indistinguishable part of the com- 
munity.. 


Not so with the Chinese. 


They are not only distinguished by 
their dress, language, and habits, 
but they remain entirely separate 
and apart from those among whom 
they dwell. This difference {gs due 
not only to the wide dissimilarity in 
history, tradition and habit, but also 
to the lack of any permanent or pat- 
riotic interest in the land in which 
they sojourn, 

It would require generations to 
bring our people down to a plane 
upon which they could compete with 
the Chinese, and this would involve 
a large impairment of the efficiency 
of their work. It is not just to the 
laboring men of the United States 
that they should be compelled to 1la- 
bor upon the basis of Chinese coolie 
labor or stand idle and allow their 
places to be filled by an_ alien 
race with no thought of permanent 
identification with our country. The 
American not only produces’ the 
wealth of our nation in time of peace 
but he is also ifs sure defender in 
time of war—who will say that his 
welfare and the welfare of his fam- 
ily shall be subordinated to the in- 
terests of those who abide with us 
for but a time, who, while with us, 
are exempt from draft or military 
burden, ‘and who, on thelr return, 
drain our country of its currency? 
A foreign landlord system is almost 
universally recognized as a curse to 
a nation, because the rent money is 
Sent out of the country. Chinese 
immigration on a large scale would 
give us all the evil effects of foreign 
landlordism in addition to its other 


objectionable features. — William 
Jennings Bryan in “Success Maga- 
zine.” 


War Balloons. 


Berlin—The Kaiser has turned his 
attention to aerial navigation, with 
special reference to war. 

His Majesty has been spurred to 
this effort by the announcement that 
the French Government has adopted 
a navigable airship, invented by M. 
Juillot, a French engineer, for use in 
war by the French army. The Em- 
peror feels strongly that Germany 
ought not to Jag behind in this re- 
spect, and probably owing fo the 
difficulty he might experience in per- 
suading the Reichstag to vote suffi- 
cient funds for the purpose, he de- 
cided to obtain money by private 
subscriptions. 

He therefore appealed to the pat- 
riotism of four Jewish millionaires 
who are prominent in the commer- 
clal life of Berlin, and between them 
they have subscribed £50,000 to 
form -a company to carry out the ex- 
periments necessary to ascertain 
which type of airship is most sult- 
able for military purposes.

kimos and explorers. The natives 
hammer it into pipes, trinkets and 
dishes, or use it to patch guns. 

The plumbago deposits in_ the 
nelghborhood of Fort Churchill he 
declares to be very valuable, and a 
Winnipeg newspaper pronounces ois 
samples of very fine grade. Mica is 
also very common, both white and 
brown. Near Churchill also he found 
samples of iron ore, but the value of 
the deposit is not yet known. One 
important point is that the ore is on 
the shores of the bay, and could be 
loaded on vessels direct from the 
mines, Mr. Beech says that severul 
prospectors are at work in the dis- 
trict, among them J. W. Tyrell, late 
of the Geological Survey, and Lieut. 
Col. Turnbull, but to Beech beTongs 
the distinction of staking the 
first mining claim on Hudson Bay 
and registering it with the Dominion 
Government.
